The “barbed-wiring” section of the 
convoy then staged a very fast exhi- 
bition of how this is accomplished, 
Major Fleming describing in detail 
the different features of this protec- 
tion the whilé the “stopper” was. be- 
ing built by a squad of ten men, He 
spoke of the speed with which this 
particular squad of men worked, no- 
ting that by co-operation in the team, 
they were able to build a fifty foot 
section of this in record time, The 
regulation time allowed for this is 
thirty minutes, but on Monday the 
boys had the job all completed in 
eight and one-half minutes! Although 
the building is supposed to be done 
from the “home” side of the entangle- 
ment, one of the men, who careless- 
ly worked on the enemy side was 
nearly caught by a “thunder flash” 
(to represent an enemy bomb). 

The Bren gun carrier (baby tank) 
was then put to use, and performed 
sorne remarkable manoeuvres in the 
field, ana the speed with which the 
gun crew were able to dash into the 
enemy's front and set up their gun 
was very ably demonstrated, and 
drew forth applause from the watch- 
ers. 


SHAM BATTLE CLIMAX 

The climax to Monday's proceed- 
ings was the “platoon in attack,” 
which, was well described by Major 
Fleming and proved a real thrill. He 
detailed the various methods of at- 
tack by the use of surprise and the 
use of smoke bombs. A platoon of 
infantry supported by the Bren gun 
carrier carried out this feature, and 
the “signal for attdck” and the plac- 
ing of the obscuring smoke bombs to 
hide the attackers, was made still 
more realistic by the rifle firing of 
blank cartridges and throwing of the 
“thunder flashes” (imitation bombs) 
which detonated with a terrific ex- 
plosion; it brought back poignant me- 
mories to many who could visualize 
former engagéments in earnest. 

At the close, the thanks of Wain- 
wright were extended to Major Fie- 
ming and his men for the interesting 
demonstration, all so thoroughly en- 
joyed, and all teaching such a point- 
ed lesson to the thinking person.

TORONTO-—The common symptom 
of all anaemias is shortness of 
breath, said a speaker connected with 
Health League of Canada recently, 
as well as by the characteristic pal- 
lor, the reason being anaemic blood 
carries: less oxygen than normal 
blood, so that the sufferer has to 
breathe more quickly in order to ob- 
tain a normal amount of oxygen. 

Anaemia, he explained, is of two 
types, primary and secondary, and 
the most important of the primary 
class is pernicious anaemia. 

This, he stated, is a grave, pro- 
gressive disease interrupted by sot 
missions, “occuring without any dis- 
coverable cause.” Accompanying the 
disease are certain changes in the 
blood and the blood-forming organs, 
in the central nervous system and in 
the digestive tract. The cause of the 
disorder is unkonwn, but it is gen- 
eraliy confined to middle life, It 
does not occur in children and cases 
among persons more than 60 years 
of age are rare. 

Usually the first noticeable signs of 
pernicious arlaemia, it was stated, 
are a feeling of languor and a yel- 
lowish coloring of the skin. These 
are accompanied by nausea, vomiting 
and diarrhoea. In some cases there 
is a soreness of the tongue, and 
numbness or tingling in arms and 
legs. 

The patient may look well-nourish- 
ed; but the plump appearance is 
likely to result from a dropsical con- 
dition. There may be small spots in 


ji the skin, caused by the effusion of 


blood. Comonly there are loss of 
weight and slight fever. Pyorrhea is 
common, with rapid heart action and 
a marked lack of acid in the stom- 
ach. In about 80 per cent of cases 
there is a loss of sensation and other 
disturbences in the limbs idicating 
injury to the spinal cord. 

The diagnosis of pernicious anae- 
mia depends on the e/fdition of the 
blood and the character of the sto- 
mach secretion, said the speaker. In 
| all cases there is a lowering of the 
| hydrochloric acid to a marked degree. 
Nervous symptoms and sore tongue 
aid in confirming the diagnosis, as 
do the evidences of changes in the 
spinal cord, ¢

For severa] years 
now individual farmers and officials 
of agricultural experimental stations 
have studied practical methods of 
pasture improvement and demonstra- 
ted that greatly increased yields of 
more palatable and nutritious grass 
are obtained where pastures are ade- 
quately fertilized and properly man- 
aged, Indicative of the benefits ob- 
tained last year are the following 
comments in replies to a question- 
aire regarding the aid farmers re- 
ceived from soil testing.
